Price Center seeks 
Army truck facility

Local civic leaders are plan- 
ning a campaign to convince the 
U.S. Army to locate a truck-re- 
pair facility at the Charles Mel- 
vin Price Support Center in 
Granite City. 

The facility would have an 
annual budget of $4-5 million 
and could employ as many as 
150 people. 

In a letter to members of the 
Price Center task force, Jim 
Pennekamp of the Leadership 
Council Southwestern Illinois 
said retired Air Force Maj.

Heat, spring rains have made for tough year 


The heat wave could complete 
a one-two punch by Mother 
Nature against crop yields. 

“Tt adds insult to the injury 
from the late planting,” said 
Robert Bellm, extension 
educator of crop systems for the 
University of Illinois 
Cooperative Extension Service 
in Edwardsville. 

Weather forecasters were not 
optimistic this week about relief 
from the heat and humidity that 
has kept the Midwest in a Sweat 
for weeks. The mercury peaked 
at 96 degrees Tuesday, with a 
heat index of 110. 

Greg Lewis of the National 
Weather Service said the 
high-pressure ridge that has 
kept the area cooking shrugged 
off a cool front that had been 
pushing in from the northwest. 

“The ridge was too strong. It 
won the battle. What you see 
(Tuesday) is what we will get 
for the next several days.” That 
means temperatures in the 90s 
and heat indices above 100 with

“Tf it stays hot and we don’t 
get periodic rainfall to avoid 
moisture stress, yield will 
continue to deteriorate,” he 
said. “‘There will be some 
kernel abortion on the ears and 
kernel size is going to be 
smaller.”” 

Bellm said corn prospers best 
with daytime highs in the 80s 
and nighttime lows in the 60s. 

Despite rains that delayed 


Aug. 7, Sanders said.

He has also repeatedly 
charged he is the victim of a 
conspiracy started by rival phy- 
sicians and area hospitals who 
wanted to stop competition from 

his clinic. 

Several of Vest’s patients 
have rallied to his defense by

Gite education officials are correct in trying to rein in the 
paperwork and bureaucracy that may have taken over the school 
accountability program, but we hope they won’t throw out the baby 
with the bathwater. 

‘State Superintendent of Schools Joseph Spagnolo has launched a 
reassessment of the State Board of Education’s ity Review 
process of evaluating public schools in mse to some com- 
plaints about voluminous paperwork and tedious reports required 
of district employees. 

Madison County Regional Superintendent of Schools Harry 
Briggs, among others, calls the documentation required by, the 
process ‘‘burdensome’’ and says, ‘it takes hours away from the 
instructional process.” 


But even the local officials who must prepare the paperwork and 
reports recognize that the process’ goal of requiring school dis’ 
teets to take a close look at what they do and how well they do it 
are valuable and informative. 


Certainly, our public schools are only as good as the quality of 
the graduates they produce, and Quality Review was the state’s 
response to growing concérns that quality was slipping. 

Through a variety of reports, statistics and on-site evaluations, 
Quality Review requires schools to improve the educational pro- 
cess by establishing goals for academic achievements, strategies 
for reaching those goals and ways to measure student progress. 

‘Those standards, surely, are basic essentials in the success of 
any educational process. 

Spagnolo is calling for an evaluation of the state’s Quality

‘We're all for anything that will simplify the process and the time 
that goes into it, especially if that time could be better spent on 
instruction.

Social Security 
has 60th birthday

Aug. 14 marked the 60th anniversary of the signing of the 
Social Security Act — legislation that now touches the lives of 
nearly every U.S citizen. 

More than 90 percent of all 
Social Security and one in every 
monthly Social Security benefit. 

When he signed the Social Security Act on Aug. 14, 1935, 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt said, ““We-can never insure 100 
percent of the population ‘against 100 percent of the hazards and, 
vicissitudes of life, but we have tried to frame a law which will 
Es some measure of protection to the average citizen and to \ 

jis family..."” 

His words have held true. 

Since then, the Social Security program has grown to include 
survivors and disability benefits. About 43 million people receive 
monthly benefits, with more than 61 percent of the money going 
to 26.4 million retired people. “ 

‘Twenty-nine percent of the money is paid to 12.4 million chil-|~ 
dren, spouses, widows and widowers who receive benefits 
because a worker in their family has become disabled or died. 

‘And more than 9 percent is paid to 4 million disabled workers. 

In St. Clair County, 44,140 people receive /a total of $26,652,000 
in Social Security benefits each month. 

‘About $16,967,000 is paid to 25,095 retired workers, $6,928,000 is 

aid to 14,700 spouses, children, widows and widowers, and 

757,000 is received by 4345 disabled workers. 

But as important as it is, Social Security was never intended 
to be the sole provider of a person’s financial security. 

Instead, Social Security is intended as a partial replacement of 
wages lost because of retirement, disability or death. 

It's easy to get an estimate of the Social Security retirement, 
survivors, and disability benefits you (and your family) may be 
eligible for now or in the future.

Witol is a neuropsycholo- 
gy fellow in the department of 
physical medicine and rehabili- 
tation at the Medical College of 
Virginia.

The study showed players who 
said they headed the ball more 
than 10 times in a game showed 
lower average scores than other 
players on tests of concentra- 
tion, attention and overall men- 
tal functioning.

e. Witol didn’t test children 
younger than 14. She did say 
younger children are at a high- 
er risk because they have weak- 
er neck muscles and less expe- 
rience in proper heading 
techniques than older players. 

WITOL DID MAKE it a point 
to tell parents not to panic. 

“This is a preliminary study. 
You don’t base a huge decision 
on whether soccer is horribly 
dangerous and pull kids out 
based on one study,”’ she said. 

“Tf [ had a child, I would.dis- 
courage him’ from heading the 
ball until I had more answers.” 

Heading is a big part of soc- 
cer. Players have been doing it 
since the game’s inception. 
Don’t throw some study in to 
scare parents. 

[’m not saying Witol’s study 
doesn’t have any validity. It 
does. 

I JUST HAD to poke some fun 
into it. But, after a while these 
studies, eet downright ridiculous 
and frustrating to read. ‘

THE SETTING, THE ROLLING HILLS 
of Austral: starkly beautiful outback in 
1919, is placid. But it’s populated by a set 
of individuals who are stubbornly deter- 
mined-to mess up their own lives. 

For more than 20 years, the Dickens fam- 
ily’s frontier sheep farm has been run by 
hardworkin, Uncle Jack (John Har- 
greaves) and his sturdy, plain niece, Sally 
(Kerry Fox) 

Sally’s father, Alexander, has whiled 
away the last 20 years in London becoming, 
it is supposed, a theater critic of great 
renown. And his relatives are hotly await- 
ing his first visit home in more than two 
decades. 

The prissy, preening Alexander (Michael 
Blakemore) arrives to much fanfare, bring- 
ing London pretensions, theater orld 
name-dropping and a new wife, Deborah 
(Greta Scacchi) 

In her late 30s, the delicate Deborah is 20 
years younger than her stuffy, overbearin 
husband. She is beautiful, cosmopolitan an 
it becomes increasingly clear from her 














Alexander, but he quickly shows his true 
colors: demanding everything his own way 
and bullying the crusty servants to change 
their time-honored routines. 

But it's his wife who has the most dra- 
matic effect on the household 

Her sophisticated charms ignite the 
household’s men, including the frustrated 
and angry Jack, and create jealousy among 
its women. Even the good-looking Doctor 
Max, an idealistic loner played by Sam 
Neill, becomes obsessed with her 

This state of affairs is particularly ago- 
nizing for young Sally, who has secretly 
been in love with the handsome doctor for 
years, and who was abandoned by Alexan- 
der when her mother died. 

Blakemore, renowned for his Broadway 
and London stage directing, has taken a 
script loosely based on Chekhov's ‘‘Uncle 
Vanya,"" moved it to a more familiar set- 
ting and increased the humor and sexual 
explicitness. 


BLAKEMORE ALSO PULLS triple duty 
by putting in a bravura performance as the 
insufferable Alexander. 

But the stage pedigree of ‘‘Country Life” 
sometimes intrudes to the movie’s detri- 
ment. The action hugs the ornately fur- 
nished farmhouse, as Blakemore makes us 
feel the claustrophobia and limitations of 
the characters’ lives. The problem is that 
we do feel it, a little too acutely in the 


outdoors scenes, but he should have made 
much more of the wild, Australian outback. 


DESPITE THESE SHORTCOMINGS, 
“Country Life’’ ultimately wins out as a 
charming comedy of manners and a show- 
case for fine ensemble acting. The cast 
gets much humor out of the contrast 
between the sturdy country folk and the 
effete arrivals from London. 

Scacchi has tended to play languid sex 
bombs in movies like ‘‘Presumed Innocent” 
and ‘“‘The Player.” Here, she convincingly 
conveys a tense, repressed woman with a 
tragic past, desperately trying to damp 
down ker feelings 

And Neill (‘Jurassic Park,’ ‘‘The Pia- 
no”’) is credible as the caring, likable doc- 
tor whose romantic nature consigns him to 
hover on the brink of alcoholism 

But the performance of the movie comes 
from Kerry Fox (‘‘An Angel At My 
Table”), who puts in a subtle, sensitive 
turn as the staunch, good girl torn between 
duty to the family farm and unrequited 
love. 

In a season of movies with silly, unrealis- 
tic endings, it's refreshing to find a film in 
which the characters don’t always end up 
with exactly what they want, but still find 
the strength to keep going with their lives 
anyway

‘Unzipped’ pays homage to a designer 


“‘Unzipped,’’ a so-called 
“frockumentary’”’ about fashion 
designer Isaac Mizrahi, is a 
frothy little confection, a cellu- 
loid meringue that’s so light it 
floats. 


You don’t have to know your 
Calvins from your Ralphs to 
enjoy this film, made by Doug- 
las Keeve, a fashion photogra- 
pher who was Mizrahi’s lover at 
the time. 


The breathlessly paced hom- 
age to Mizrahi follows the 
designer as he prepares his fall 
1994 show, working its magic 
mostly because the subject him- 
self is so quirkily engaging and 
endearingly vulnerable. 


We learn, for instance, that 
Mizrahi stole money from his 
mother when he was a child to 
buy notions and trim. He also 
had a kiddie fashion epiphany 
— at age 4 — when he spied his 
mother’s mules and became 
enthralled with the daisies on 
them. 


As an adult, Mizrahi sees his 
world through a kaleidoscope of 
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popular culture — -Mary Rich- 
ards, ‘‘Nanook of the North,"" 
the zodiac and tarot cards. In 
one devastatingly funny scene, 
he confides that a Ouija board 
told him what to do with one of 
his designs. The board, he also 
says, told him it was gay. 

“‘Unzipped”’ is a virtual who’s 
who of the fashion industry. 
Mizrahi mingles with some 
absolutely fabulous faces: Cindy 
Crawford, Kate Moss and Chris- 
ty Turlington. 

Like many models, however, 
Linda Evangelista would do her- 
self a favor by learning to keep 
her mouth shut. Here, with her 
squeaky little-girl voice, she 
throws so many mock tantrums 
that it all but destroys the spell 
of her sultry, sophisticated 
image. 

Then there’s the legendary 
Diana Vreeland’s colleague, 
magazine editor Polly Mellon, 
who rules the screen with her 
pro-tract-ed, pre-cise enuncia- 
tion, in which every syllable 
gets its due. She offers bizarre 
but hysterical — pronounce- 
ments: BE-WARE of MAKEUP, 
Isaac! BE-WARE of MAKEUP, 
Isaac! 
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The growling singer Eartha 
Kitt also has a show-stopping 
appearance. 


There is little that’s critical of 
the designer, however. After 
reading reviews of the show, 
Keeve asks Mizrahi softballs 
like “How do you feel now? 
Was it worth the effort?” 


And there’s next to nothing 
about Mizrahi’s personal life, 
save for a scene of him walking 
around New York City’s Soho 
with actress-comedian Sandra 
Bernhard, a close friend. We 
never see Keeve and Mizrahi 
together as a couple, which 
could lead viewers to believe he 
was leading a chaste life. 


Still, “‘Unzipped’”’ captures the 
kinetic glamour of the fashion 
world in the way Robert Altman 
tried — but failed — to achieve 
in “Ready to Wear.”’ 


It won this year’s Sundance 
Film Festival’s Audience Award 
for documentaries, which is no 
surprise. It’s a splashy, glitzy 
piece of filmmaking, with yards 
and yards of charm and appeal.

Employer-paid health benefits 
widen rich-poor income gap

The widening income gap 
separating rich from poor is 
larger than the media reports 
would have you believe, says an 
economist at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston. 

Looking at a broader measure 
of income — hourly wage (or 
salary) plus employer payments 
for health insurance — the econ- 
omist, Jane Sneddon Little, 
found the increasing cost of 
health insurance led companies 
to reduce wages for all workers, 
but especially so for the least- 
skilled workers. 

“When com tion is mea- 
sured to include employer costs 
for health benefits, inequality 
among male workers has 
i more than generally 

,” Little says. 

Accelerating health-care costs 
in the 1980s boosted health 
imsurance premiums as a per- 
centage of the total compensa- 
tion, she says. 

“If some component of total 
compensation — employer pay- 
ments for health insurance, for 
example — rises as a share of 
the total, then real wages or 


other fringe benefits should 
fall,” she says. 

Wages took the hit between 
1979 and 1992. Specifically, the 
education premium declined. 

In 1979, men who had gradu- 
ated from high school and were 
working full time were paid an 
average of 16 percent more than 
high school dropouts; those who 
had graduated from college 
earned 42 percent more. 

By 1992, high school graduates 
earned an average of 36 percent 
more than dropouts, and college 
graduates 90 percent more. 

But when Little factored in 
employer-paid health insurance 
payments, those 1992 education 
premiums declined by 14 per- 
cent. The drop further widened 
the income gap between low- 
and high-skilled workers, she 


says. 

Also widening the gap: Man 
employers quit offering heal! 
insurance. In 1979, 87 percent of 
all workers were covered. Bare- 
ly one-half of hi, school drop- 
outs working time in 1992 
had health insurance vs. 68 per- 
cent of high school graduates 
and 75 percent of college grads. 

“Access to jobs with health 
benefits declined sharply,” Lit- 


tle says. ‘‘But the drop was par- 
ticularly severe for men with 
limited education.” 

Little limited her research to 
men so she could track in-group 
changes — for example, the 
income gap between high school - 
graduates and college grads 
who are now in the 35-to-44 age 


group. | 

Within age groups, the same 
patterns were found — better 
educated workers were paid 
more and were more likely to 
be covered by health insurance 
than those with less education 
— but the income gap was more 
pronounced. 

High school i scuaies ages 35 
to 44 were paid 38 percent more 
than dropouts, and 35 percent 
more when health insurance 
was counted as income. For col- 
lege graduates, the figures were 
105 percent and 93 percent, 
Fespectively. 

Given that employer pay- 
ments for health insurance wid- 
en the income gap between low- 
and high-skilled workers, Little 
suggests that health-care 
reform that eliminates the 
employer’s role in paying for 
health care would reduce 
income inequality.
